Moscow may have set the 


stage today for the decisive 
assault against the festering 
sore of Titoism in Eastern 
Europe's solid Communist 
bloc. 


The 
Cominform 
(Communist 


International Information Bureau) 
issued what unquestionably was a 
long thought-out blast, calling up- 
on all Communists in the world to 
help overthrow the regime of the 
rebel of Belgrade, Premier-Mar- 
shal tito of Yugoslavia. 


"A deciive struggle is necessary 


against the intrigues of these 
agents of the Imperialists (Tito- 
ists) wherever they try to work in 
the workers and Democratic or- 
ganization." said a resolution ad- 
opted by the Coniform at a meet- 
ing in Hungry in the latter part of 
this month. 


This apparently is a call by 


Moscow to other Communist part- 
ies making up the Cominform— 
Poland, Romania, Hungry, Czecho- 
slovakia, Bulgaria and the parties 
of France and Italy—to finish the 
job of housecleaning begun with 
the recent purges of those suspect- 
ed of leading Tito factions. 
Try To Convince of Plot 
In New York, Soviet Foreign 


Minister Andrei Y. Vishinsky pre- 
pared a final effort before the 
current session of the United 
Nations General Assembly to con- 
vince the world the United States 
and Britain are plotting a new 
war and the Soviet Union wants 
only peace. 


Against thi nervous background 


the 12 top generals of the North 
Atlantic alliance met in Paris to 
map plans for defense of western 
Europe. They are to outline a 
3,000-mile defense barrier from 
the Norwegian artic to the Aegan 
sea, past which no attacker from 
the east could march without fight- 
ing the combined forces of all 12 
member 
nations. 
The military 


chiefs' civilian 
counterparts 
— 


ministers of defense of the 12 
nations—meet in Paris Thursday. 


The immediate result of these 


talks will be to empower president 
Truman to release nearly a billion 
dollars worth of arms aid funds 
recently approved by the U. S. 
Congress. 


France's private cold war with 


Poland 
continued. 
The French 


foreign office said the arrests of 
Frenchmen in Poland have brought 
about a virtual reign of terror 
there, with no Frenchman any- 
longer feeling safe. The arrests 
began last week. 


In the far east, a communications 


blackout of Chungking cloaked the 
fate of that inland 
provisional 


capital of the Nationalists. Com- 
munists were reported at its out- 
skirts. Last word from Chungking, 
third Nationalist capital to tot- 
ter before the Communist drive 
this year, was that the Communists 
were on the banks of the Yangtze 
opposite the abandoned capital. 


Fighting in the Chungking area 


was reported to be desperate.

part of the community, composed 
of individuals from every walk 
of life, and devoted to the pro- 
duction of a specified number of 
stage plays each year for the di- 
version, 
entertainment 
and en- 


lightenment of the whole citizen- 
ry of the community, with the 
productions being performed pre- 
ferably (though not necessarily) 
in a building, however humble, 
that the theater group can call 
its own. 


Counters Objections

broadside into a chemical plant 
after swooping over the field in 
an attempt to Isiid. A crew mem- 
ber, who staggered dazed 
and 


bleeding to a nearby house, said 
one »i' the engines was afire and 
lie had stopped the other three. 


Three of the crew members and 


14 passengers sjrvived. 


Identification of the dead was 


difficult because the bodies were 
badly burned. Survivors not bad- 
ly injured 
scattered to hotels, 


adding to the task of rescue work- 
ers in determining casualties.

Skirmish in 1919 First U. S. 
Battle With Reds, But For

They Walked Unmolested

The first of the many battles 


to be fou'ght with Communism 
opened with a skirmish on Nov. 
7, 1919, two years and three 
weeks after the revolution that 
created the Soviet Union. 


On that day Atty. Gen. A. 


Mitchell Palmer staged the first 
of a series of raids intended to 
rid the nation of a radical-anar- 
chist infestation. 
He was forti- 


fied by a million dollar appropri- 
ation, the spirit of the time and 
the conviction he was right. 


Before his agents, supplement- 


ed by Immigration Service men 
and local law enforcement offi- 
cers, had finished, between 
GOOD 


and 10,000 persons had been ar- 
rested, some 750 deported and 
dossiers on 600,000 suspects com- 
piled. Today there are tHose who 
point to these impressive figures 
and suggest a return to the-~tac- 
tics of 1919. The concensus here 
is that U. S. anti-Communist pol- 
icy is too soft (as witness the 
Job-like patience of federal judge 
Harold A. Medina).

In running 


roughshod over the radicals, the 
men of the old Bureau of Inves- 
tigation (now the FBI) adminis- 
tered a medicine as bad as the 
disease itself. The Bill of Rights 
all but went by the board. Mass 
arrests; search and seizure with- 
out warrant: neither grand juiy 
nor jury action in many cases; 
excessive bail; deportation 
pro- 


ceedings without defense counsel; 
evidence most flimsy; all these 
were condoned and ordered. 


These excesses aroused imme- 


diate public indignation. The out- 
cry was effective. But it held no 
candle, in its demand that the 
constitution be respected, to the 
adroit use by Red propagandists 
of what had happened 
As re- 


cently as 1948 one Robert W. 
Dunn published 
a pamphlet in 


which he charged a recreation of 
the 1919-1920 raids by the inves- 
tigations 
of the FBI and 
the 


House Un-American. Affairs com- 
mittee and by the enforcement of 
the Taft-Hartley law. 


Like 
all 
such 
propagandists, 


Dunn writes without regard for 
the fullness of truth. If the raids 
are to be understood, so must the 
times. 
"Bolsheviki" was a gag 


to many an American, a cartoon 
of a dirty, wildly-bearded man 
with a round black bomb in one 
hand. 
President 
Wilson 
was 


abroad, 
utterly 
preoccupied by 


the Versailles 
treaty 
and the 


League of Nations. 


Here at home many congress- 


men, 
with 
the 
White 
House 


check-rein off, were feeling their 
oats. 
There was a great deal of 


war-left inflation, which was to 
lead to the recession in mid-1920 
Politically, socially and economic- 
ally, the nation was an untendec 
corral, filled with bawling and 
milling about. 


The Communist party, only a 


few weeks old, was divided into

leaders still held the loyalty of 
thousands: Eugene V. Debs, the 
Socialist, was one who had losl 
Little by his conviction of espi- 
onage.

Haywood had been convicted oJ 
sabotage in 1918 and was to jump 
bail to flee the country in 1921 
as did Gerhart Eisler in 1949 
but he yet could order widespread 
strikes and have the order re- 
spected.

Says Bridges Had A 
Communist Membership 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 29— 


(IP)—John 
Schomaker, describing 


himself as a former Communist, 
testified Monday he, personally, 
had delivered Communist mem- 
bership cards to Harry Bridges. 


He testified he had seen Bridges 


pay Communist party dues three 
times and had 
heard 
Bridges 


make a speech, soliciting mem- 
bership in the Communist party. 


Schomaker was the first im- 


portant witness in the govern- 
ment's attempt to convict Bridges 
of perjury. Bridges, head of the 
CIO left-wing longshoremen's un- 
ion, is accused of periunng him- 
self, when, at his 1945 naturali- 
zation hearing, he denied he was 
a Communist. 


Schomaker once was a member 


of Bridges' longshore union. He 
testified he was a waterfront sec- 
ton organizer for the Commun- 
ists; that he issued a membership 
book to Bridges in mid-January, 
1936, and again in 1937. He testi- 
fied 
that 
at 
Communist unit 


meetings he had seen Bridges pay 
dues to three different secretar- 
ies, whom he named as Herman 
Mann, Norma Periy and J. C. 
Clark.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 —Young Repre- 


sentative Mel Price of Illinois and Gen. Vassily 
Chuikov, Soviet commander in Berlin, had. a 
long conversation at a Berlin reception at which 
the Illinoisan did some half-humorous, but 
blunt talking. To his surprise, the tough So- 
viet soldier displayed a quaint sense of humor, 
if not a knowledge of American geography. 


On a tour of inspection for the House Armed 


Services committee, Congressman Price was in- 
troduced to Chuikov at a reception for U. S. 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson. 
Talking 


through an interpreter, the Russian general in- 
quired what state he came from. When Price 
told him, Chuikov commented: 


"Illinois-^Oh, that's close to Colorado, isn't 


it?" 


"No, it's about a thousand miles away," 


replied Price. 


"I guess you' can see that I'm not very 


good at American 
geography," admitted the 


Russian. 
"But. I know a lot about 
German 


geography." 


"I hope you're not making a study of 


American geography now, general," observed 
the Illinois congressman dryly. 


With a smile, Chujkov replied that he was 


not, then asked Price how long he had been 
in Berlin. 


"Time is only relative, General," responded 


the congressman, 
"How long have you been 


here?" 


"Four and a half years," said Chuikov. 


"It's nicer to be passing through like you than 
to be nailed down here." 


Maj. 
Gen. James D. Melntyre, a staff ad- 


viser of Defense Secretary Louis Johnson, join- 
ed the huddle and began comparing notes with 
Chuikov on their knowledge of each other's 
language. 


"I know only one phrase in Russian 'Za 


vache zdorovye' (a Russian toast)" declared 
Congressman Price. 


"The only English I know," volunteered 


General Chuikov, "is 'okay'." 


"It's a shame," suggested Price, "that the 


general doesnt teach Mr. Vishinsky how to 
gay that one word." 


High Cost of Milk 


Senate investigators have just begun a 


sweeping probe of milk profiteering and alleged 
price-fixing by big city dairy trusts. 


Dairy spokesmen will be called on the car- 


pet to explain why consumers are being charged 
a standard price of 21% cents a quart for milk 
delivered in New York, Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Washington, and other large cities, though the 
price* farmers' receive for the milk vary from 
six to as much as 13% cents less. 


The biggest price spread 
is in Chicago, 


where in some cases dairies are paying only 
eight cents a quart for milk sold to consumers 
for 21 & cents. 


NOTE—One reason for the price spread is 


high wages or commissions paid to drivers of 
milk delivery trucks. An investigation of Chi- 
cago milk costs some time ago showed that 
some milk truck drivers got $10,000 a year and 
in a few cases of deliveries to hotels and res- 
taurants, up to $30,000 a year.

We Must Keep Stockpile Edge 
On Russia Until It's Needless 


By Bruce Biossai 


The United States never has reveale^ how 


big a stockpile of atom bombs it has or how 
many it is producing yearly. These facts have 
been closely guarded secrets and speculation 
about them has not been specific as to num- 
bers. 
s 


Now, 
however, the United States News has 


come forth with some bold estimates. It guesses 
the current stockpile • to be at least 250 atom 
bombs and predicts that by 1952 the figure will 
be 850. Output is calculated at around 200 
bombs a year. 


The magazine goes on to state that th{s^ 


production rate is considered to be the peace- 
time'maximum for the nation by Dr; J. Robert 
Oppenheimer, one of the bomb's developers. 


No authority is quoted as a source for these 


vital figures. The estimates are offered flatly, 
presumably as informed guesses. The only clue 
the News gives is that the atom bomb article 
was prepared at Lake Success, site of the United 
Nations and affiliated agencies. 


Since the specific figures appeared, no 


denial or confirmation has been issued by any 
government source. There is no way of know- 
ing how accurate the estimates may be. But. 
it is nevertheless worth noting that a national 
magazine has felt sufficient confidence in its 
information not only to print the figures in the 
body of a story but to splash them across' its 
cover page. 


The U- S. News was not content to estimate 


American bomb output. It said that by 1952,, 
when the U. S. is supposed to have 850 bombs, 
Russia will have about 100. "That is the con- 
sidered estimate of a number of U. S. atomic 
scientists appraising the capabilities of Russia," 
a'dded the magazine. 


If we suppose the estimates are soundly 


based, then what do they mean? 


At first glance, a 1952 margin of 850 U. S. 


bombs to 100 Russian ones would seem to be 
decisive. But U.N. officials are said to believe 
the U. S. advantage is not really great. 
The 


argument is made that atom bomb targets are 
chiefly limited to big cities and that Russia has 
about a dozen fewer of these than the United 
States. 


Thus, it is contended; the United States 


would be hard put to bring its numerical edge 
to bear upon the Soviet Union in the event of 
war. 
On the other hand, Russia's supply of 


bombs would definitely be enough to use against 
all major big city targets in this country. 


Offhand, it looks as if there were much 


room for debate in this field. It is quite an 
assumption to declare that atom bombs will 
be useful only against industrial 
and other 


targets in large urban centers. The weapon 
has been a reality for just three years and per- 
haps it's a bit early to speak with too much 
finality about its uses. Conceptions of stra- 
tegic and tactical bombing are altered steadily. 


Until the atom bomb has, been an element 


in military planners' thinking for longer than 
a few years, there can be little point in writing 
off so casually a better than 8 to 1 advantage or 
whatever margin the U. S. may actually en- 
joy over Russia in the period just ahead. 


To suggest that our stockpile edge is of 


no real value is virtually to propose that this 
country spend its atom-bomb funds on some 
less costly and more fruitful enterprise. Amer- 
icans know too little about the likely nature 
of a future war and about the intentions of their 
probable enemies to consider such a course any- 
thing but a bad risk.

Best Remedy for a Common 
•Cold is to Stay in Your Bed

About this time of year the 


common cold becomes a matter of 
interest to more people than al- 
most anything else. 
This condi- 


tion—it is hard to call it a disease 
—is responsible for an enormous 
amount of misery, a colossal num- 
ber of days lost from work, an 
uncountable economic loss, and 
the death of few, if any. In other 
words, for such important dis- 
order, it is remarkably lacking in 
danger to life. 


- Every year it seems some new 
wonder cure for colds hits print. 
Naturally we are all anxious to 
find some way of getting rid of 
this miserable affliction that we 
are eager to believe the claims 
made for practically anything. 'In 
spite of the multiplicity of "cold 
cures" on the market, a recent 
statement that authoritative medi- 
cal opinion supports the view 
"that no substance or combination 
of subtances available at present 
can be relied on to prevent or cure 
the common cold" is all too true. 


Start Early 
The supply of moisture to the 


nose and throat by means of 
steam inhalations is probably of 
some help during the early—and I 
mean early—stage of a cold. The 
popularity of alqphol (taken inter- 
nally) Is understandable, but there 
is considerable question as to 
whether it really helps the cold or 


merely makes it easier to forget. 
It is hard to see how. cathartics or 
laxatives could be of any help and 
in fact if used to extremes these 
may cause too much loss of fluids 
from-the body. . 


The only thing which has'really 


stood the test'of time so far is rest 
in bed. It is almost certain that 
if everyone went to bed promptly 
at the beginning of a cold and 
used steam inhalations, their colds 
would not last so long. Not only 
would this be true but they would 
cease to expose others to their 
colds and therefore .cut down on 
the numbers of them going around 
As long as human natui'e is what 
it is, however, it seems unlikely 
that very many people will be so 
sensible,

John R. Crawford of Phila- 


delphia has long been rated as 
one of the greatest bridge players 
in the United States. Now he is 
also recognized as the outstanding 
Canasta player. 


Very often in our ^discussions 


he says, "We must stop them from 
putting down too many melds." 
The more melds you put down 
when you pick up the pack, the 
quicker the opponents will freeze 
the deck on you. They must do 
this 
as 
a 
defensive 
measure. 


Therefore, your defense against 
their freezing the pack is to keep 
as many pairs in your hand as pos- 
sible, even though you have to 
sacrifice putting down some melds. 


Here is another very good point 


that Crawford brought up in this 
discussion. You pick up a pack in 
which there are 5 four-spots. The 
beginner may say to himself, 
"Everybody knows I have 5 fours, 
50 I might as well meld them." 
Crawford says, No—meld only 3 
of them. Keep the other 2 in your 
hand. 
Then 
if 
the -opponent 


freezes the pack, he will not have 
a safe discard with a four-spot 
because you will still have 2 fours 
in your hand. 


Mr. Crawford's other point on 


the play today deals with discard- 
ing. Let us say that the oppo- 
nents need 120 points for an ini- 
tial meld. Your partner has 11 or 
12 cards in his hand. Your side 
has several melds down on the 
table, including a canasta. Your 
hand consists of an ace a queen 
and 2 wild cards. The queen is 
playable on one of your melds; 
therefore, you can go out. Should 
you go out without asking your 
partner's permission? 


Mr. Crawford says you should 


ask your partner for permission to 
go out. If he says no, you are 
confronted with a problem in dis- 
carding. Should you throw the 
ace? No—this may be just the 
card the opponents need to com- 
plete their initial meld of 120 
points. Should you freeze the 
pack by discarding a wild card? 
Again the answer is no. Both of 
the opponents have all their origi- 
nal cards, since they have not 
melded at all. If you freeze the 
pack, you freeze it for your part- 
ner and yourself only, because it 
is already frozen for the oppo- 
nents. 


You should discard the queen. 


As your side has already melded 
some queens, there is less likeli- 
hood that the opponent can take 
the pack with queens. It is true 
that if' you discard the ace, you 
would keep youself in an out 
position, but it is not always im- 
portant to stay in an out positioi 


When you discard the quee 


your partner will make whateve 
melds he wants to make. He wi 
probably realize that you have 
wild card or two in order to g 
out. At your next turn then, yo 
may be able to complete one or tw 
canastas, and you may draw 
player or another ace, in whic 
case you are once again in an ou 
position.

article, Mr. Crawford and I met 
with Oswald Jacoby and suggested 
that a- national laws commission on 
Canasta be formed, with Jacoby 
acting as chairman. Ml'. Jacoby 
would like to see the laws of Ca- 
nasta become and remain stand- 
ardized. 


For example, here is a point that 


needed clarification, and I will 
give you the ruling on it. If you 
are down to one card, and the 
player ahead of you has picked up 


the pack and has discarded a card 
that would put you out, you can- 
not take that card and go out if 
there are any cards remaining in 
the stock pile. However, if the 
stock pile is exhausted and the 
player ahead of you picks up the 
pack and throws you a player, you 
must take it and go out. 


Let me repeat, the official in- 


terpretation of the rule is: If you 
hold one card, you cannot pick up 


sure... 


a one-card discard pile and go out 
if there are any cards remaining 
in the stock pile, but you must 


pick it up and go out if the stock 
pile is exhausted.

georgenstadt mine, deep in Sax- 
ony's Erz mountains 150. miles 
south of Berlin.

''reliable" channels. 
Its sources 


listed the number of dead in the 
"hundreds." 


U. S. Army Intelligence sources 


said they had not thus far hearc 
any report of an East zone mine 
disaster. 


The Berlin "fighters against in- 


humanity," 
an 
organization of 


Germans opposed to Soviet zone 
concentration camp methods, said 
it had learned of a "cable fire 
in the Erz mines, but had no de- 
tails. 


The press office of the East 


zone Communist, government, set 
up by the Russians, called the 
report "untrue." A spokesman 
said "for further details see the 
newspaper that dreamed it up in 
the first place." 
Greatest Mine Disaster 
The Telegraf's toll figure of 


2,000 lives would make it the 
greatest mine disaster in Ger- 
many history. A coal mine at 
Kamen, in the Ruhr, blew up in 
1946 with a loss of 418 lives. 


In the Johanngeorgestadt dis- 


aster only 300 miners were saved 
from a normal shift of someth- 
ing less than 2,500, the Telegrapf 
said. The mine and nearby work- 
ings are reported to employ more 
than 5,000. 


The fire broke out Thursday, 


according to the Teiegraf, when 
worn insulation on electric cables 
caused a short circuit. It spread 
to three uranium workings and 
set' off an explosion of a dyna- 
mite dump. 


Most of the miners, the paper 


said, were trapped and were sof- 
focated from poisonous gases and 
smoke or burned to death. 


It charged the Johanngeorgen- 


stadt fire was caused by "negli- 
gence," and added that the bulk
